Imports into Calcutta improved by’ 86 lakhs, the improvement being chief 
noticeable in mineral oil, sugar; cotton goods and metals. Exports, on the other hai 
declined by more than a crore, and are mainly accounted for by a restricted trade in hides:

Dnited States of America.—There was an advance of only 16 lakhs in the trade 
with this country, but the fluctuations in some of the articles wore very pronounced; juto 
manufactures increased by 87 lakhs, and raw jute and lac improved in value by 12 and 
T lakhs rospootively.

"Daring the your under review the Puri Lodging-honse Act (Bengal Act 1V 
of 1871, 18 amended by Bengal Acts II of 1879 and I of 1884) was extended to 
the village of Jessidih Bazar in the Deoghar subdivision of the district of the 
Sonthal Parganas. a5 

2. ‘The total number of lodging-houses was 1,912, providing accommo- 
dation for 68,500 lodgers, against 1,997 houses, accommodating 71,642 persons 
jn the preceding your In Gaya and Nadia (Nabadwipa) there was a rise both 
in the number of lodgers and lodging-houses, while elsewhere there was a 
steady decline. The decreaso at Sitakund is ascribablo partly to scarcity in the 
neighbouring distriets, which chiefly sond pilgrims to this shrine, and partly to 
the lateness of the season of Sivaratri méla, ‘T'he falling off in the Burdwan 
fand Orissa Divisions was principally due to the opening of the Bengal-Nagpur 
Railway. Since the opening of the line, tho pilgrim traffic is graduall 
concentrating on one main centre, and in a short time fow lodging-houses will 
be left outside the town of Puri. 

3. The health of the places where the Act was in force is reported to 
have been generally good. ‘Tho number of deaths among pilgrims fell from 
780 in the proceding year to 510, being 27 per cent. less: than the proportion- 
ate decreaso in the number of pilgrims, Plague was wholly absent from Gaya, 
bbut appeared in Deoghar without, however, causing any sorious mortality. 

4, There was no complaint in the ae year in regard to the water- 
supply. The propos of tho Magistrato of Chittagong to bring down the watar 
of the Mandakini spring by means of pipes to the Sitakund bazar, roforred to 
in the lust year’s Resolution, was carried out with the help of a liberal donation 
of He 5,000 gran or the ‘parposo by Raja, Srinath of Bhagyakul, in 
‘the Dacca district, and his thers. At rhbeta, ih the district of Midna- 

yore, the sinking of a well, which was sanctioned in 1899-1900, ‘was completed 
last year, while two new wells were sunk at Puri, The special attention of 
‘the Commissioners of the Puri Municipality will be invited to the remarks of 
tho District Magistrate that nono of the money given by the Lodging-house 
Committee in previous years for the introduction of certain sanits schemes
